W a s h in g t o n , Ju n e 15th.—T he Interstate 
Com merce Commission rendered to-night 
its long-expected decision upon the fourth 
section of the Interstate Commerce Act, 
which prohibits a greater charge for the 
transportation of passengers a n a property 
over a shorter than a longer distance in 
the sam e direction and under substantially 
sim ilar circum stances and conditions. The 
decision is m ade upon the petiiiou of the 
Louisville and Nashville and other railroad 
companies, w hich w ere am ong the first 
to apply 
for 
relief 
from 
the 
oper­ 
ation 
of 
th e 
fourth 
section of the 
law. T he decision is very long, comprising 
m ore th an 15,000 words, but the m ore im ­ 
portant feature is the announcem ent of the 
Commission that, after m ature considera­ 
tion, It is satisfied the statute does not re­ 
quire it to prescribe in every instance the 
exceptional case and grant its order for re­ 
lief before the carrier is at liberty in its 
tariffs to depart from the general rule. The 
carrier m ust judge for itself what are the 
substantially sim ilar circum stances and 
conditions w hich preclude the special rate, 
rebate, or draw back, which is m ade u n ­ 
lawful by Section D and Section A, since no 
tribunal is empowered to judge for it until 
after the carrier has acted, and then only 
for th e purpose of determ ining w hether its 
action constitutes a violation of the law. 
The carrier judges on the peril of conse­ 
quences ; hut the special rate, rebate or 
draw back w hich it grants is not illegal 
when it turns out th at the circum stances 
and conditions are not such as forbid it: and, 
as Congress clearly intended this, it m ust 
also— when using the sam e words in the 
fourth section—have intended that the car­ 
rier, whose private privileges was in the same 
way lim ited by them , w ould in the same 
way act upon its judgm ent of the lim iting 
circum stances and condition. T he Com­ 
m ission, therefore, will not undertake to 
decide in advance w hat constitutes or what 
does not constitute discrim ination “ under 
substantialIv sim ilar circum stances and 
conditions,” but will leave the railroad 
com panies—in fixing their tariffs—to act 
upon their own judgm ent and their risk, 
subject to accountability before the Com­ 
m ission and Courts in cases w here com ­ 
plaint is m ade by interested parties of a 
violation of the law .

T h e H o p -L o u se T r a c e d to I ts B re e d in g 
P la c e , tlie I'ltitn T r e e . 
W ash in g to n ,

15th. — Professor 
Riley, Entom ologist of the D epartm ent of 
A griculture, has m ade public the result of 
his exhaustive investigation into the habits 
of the Phoradott hamuli, or hop-louse. 
H is 
discoveries are expected to prove oí great 
value to hop-growers, as he has succeeded 
in learning th e habitation of this plant pest 
during the w inter m onths, and tracing it 
through its varying stages of insect life. 
Before the Professor s investigation it was 
not know n how or where the insects sur­ 
vived the w inter. 
As a result of his in­ 
quiries the Professor has satisfied him self 
th at the eggs laid by the female at the 
close of the sum m er are deposited in plum 
frees, where the insect hatches ¡11 the 
spring and resides until the third genera­ 
tion. T his th ird brood, unlike its prede­ 
cessors, is winged, and im m ediately after 
its developm ent abandons the plum tree 
and attacks the 
hop 
vines. 
In 
the 
autum n a counter-m igration 
from 
toe 
hop vines to 
th e 
plum 
tree 
occurs. 
In 
the 
w inter 
the 
eggs are depos­ 
ited 
and 
tiie 
cycle ot 
life goes on 
in the sam e fashion. 
It is a notable fact 
that in regions where the cultivation of the 
hop vines is a new industry the growers 
have had com plete im m unity for a while 
from the pest. 
In California to-day they 
are not troubled by it. 
J he professor be­ 
lieves that the Phorodon hamuli has been 
brought to this country from Europe on 
plum stock, and there is reason to believe 
th at the phylloxera, the dread grape pest, 
was carried from this country to Europe 
on grapevine 
cuttings. 
Therefore Cal­ 
ifornia hop-growers are w arned to beware 
of im porting plum stcck front Eastern hop 
regions. These discoveries render it pos­ 
sible to check the ravages of the hop louse, 
either by insecticides in the spring (the 
tim e before th e insects have reached the 
winged stale) o r by the destruction of the 
sheltering plum trees. 
E xperim ents will 
be continued w ith a view to protecting the 
hop vines after they have become infested 
w ith th e lice.

T he Pacific railroads 
have been wise enough to see it is policy to 
encourage the developm ent of the business 
of transporting fruit across the continent, 
and have agreed to run express freight 
trains, ten cars each, ahead of the passen­ 
ger trains to accom m odate this fruit, and 
these trains will arrive here iu less than 
seven days from Sacram ento, so the fruit 
will reach this m arket in perfectly sound 
condition. 
New Y ork will 
enjoy the 
luscious fruits of California this sum m er at 
lower prices than ever know n before. 
T he dem and for peaches continues lim it­ 
ed. 
They are not used for general con­ 
sum ption yet. 
Fancy fruit-dealers prefer 
California peaches, and all southern are 
slow and weak. 
A groat m any of these 
also arrive in an alm ost w orthless condi­ 
tion, 
California peaches rule steady at 
$2 50 per 20 pound boxes. T he supply of 
plum s is not so heavy as it has been. There 
were plenty for the dem and, however, and 
the m arket ruled rather dull at previous 
prices. 
California cherry plum s in 20- 
pound boxes are quotable at $2 25(42 50. 
New potatoes are in brisk dem and, and 
firm.

to be issued, but no m an w ho had been a 
soldier could be found who would believe 
the report. 
But the order has been issued 
and the A djutant-G eneial of the arm y 
hastens to declare th at it is “ his pleasant 
duty ” to com m unicate it to the Governors 
of the late rebel States. 
Section 218 of the Revised Statutes re­ 
quires the Secretary of W ar to cause to be 
transm itted to him all flags, colors, and 
standars captured from enem ies of the 
U nited States. Section 217 m akes him 
custodian of all the books, records, papers, 
furniture, pictures and other property ap­ 
pertaining to the D epartm ent. 
H e has no 
right to dispose of any of the property in 
his custody except by authority given to 
him by Congress. 
T he rebel flags w ent into the custody of 
the Secretary ot W ar by virtue of an Act 
of Congress. N othing less th an an Act of 
Congress can law fully remove them from 
his custody. 
They num ber about 545. 
An officer who has spent forty years in 
his country’s service to-day s a id :' “ I do 
not understand this. 
1 suppose Cleveland 
can get the nom ination anyw ay, and. of 
course, if he is nom inated, the South will 
support him . It hardly teem s w orth while 
to insult every m an who fought lor the 
U nion." 
Am ong the m em bers of the G rand A rm y 
who were seen to-day the feeling was b it­ 
ter in the extrem e, and it probably will re­ 
sult in som e official expression at th e N a­ 
tional E ncam pm ent. 
INDIGNANT OHIO VETERANS ENTER THEIR 
SOLEMN PROTEST. 


Co l u m b u s 
(O.), Ju n e 15th.—Governor 
Foraker to-day received a telegram from 
1). C. I’utnam , Springfield, D epartm ent 
Com mander, G. A. R., of Ohio, urging 
him , in behalf of the 29,900 comrades of 
this D epartm ent, to protest to the authori­ 
ties at W ashington against the return oi the 
rebel flags captured by the soldiers of Ohio. 
The Governor forwarded the telegram to 
President Cleveland, and in the sam e con­ 
nection said :

T he Governor also sent a telegram to 
General Boynton, at W ashington, asking 
him to take legal advice and institute pro­ 
ceedings to enjoin the return ol the rebel 
flags w hich were captured by these troops.

people had lived in the hopeof better times. 
He adds that there is no grass for cattle, no 
harvest 
of winter-sown grain, and no 
sowing for the usual sum m er crops, and 
absolutely no opportunity to earn a single 
piaster of m oney.

THE E E 3 E L FLAGS. 


President Cleveland has put it very 
mildly in ordering the return of captured 
rebel flags to the States from which the 
troops bearing them hailed, when 
he 
speaks of the rebel forces as “ State volun­ 
teers,” or “ volunteers of the States.” 
They were not State volunteers; no 
State in the lawful exercise of its sover­ 
eign right called for, or could call for, 
“ volunteers ” to resist the Government of 
the United States. 
Was the President fearful of offending 
the sensibilities of Southern chivalry, that 
he had not even the courage to speak of 
rebel troops as “ Confederates?” Certainly 
he might have avoided some measure of 
shai p criticism hv such discreet phrasing 
of his order. 
But concerning the act of returning the 
flags, it is easy to understand with what in­ 
dignation Union veterans learn of the order 
which President Cleveland declares it is 
“ a pleasant duty ” to make. These trophies 
of the late war do not stand lor any senti­ 
ment of antagonism entertained at this 
day. 
Til#*- do not represent hatred or ill 
will, nor typify any exultation by the sol­ 
diers of the Union over fallen foes. 
But 
they do stand for the valor of the Union 
soidierv ; 
they do preach to the genera­ 
tions of heroic deeds, and terrible conflicts 
of arms in internecine combat, in which 
loyalty to the Union was trium phant over 
rebellion. 
They stand as witnesses to the 
heroism ol the men who went down into 
the pit of war, and poured out their 
life-blood that the institutions of free gov­ 
ernment might lie preserved, and the 
I nion of States be maintained. To the 
people of the era and the coming ages they 
would testify to the patriotism that drew 
sword against a rebellion lorn of human 
slavery. 
do remove such trophies from historic 
walls under the pitiful plea that it cements 
the L nion by blotting out the testimonies 
of the late war, is to declare, in effect, that 
it were better the monument» to our heroes 
should l>e leveled to the ground and every 
page of the history of the most cruel and 
indefensible 
of 
rebellions 
should 
be 
whelmed in the 
flames of consuming 
shame, that a Democratic Administration 
may make itself solid in advance with a 
solid South. 
By what right 1ms Mr. Cleveland en­ 
tered 
ujkiii 
this 
blotting-out process? 
A here doe- he gain the power to remove 
from the walls of the National Capitol 
trophies of war placed there by direct Act 
of Congress? 
By a statute passed in d u e 
form, the captured rebel flags were received 
by Congress and given into the custody of 
the Secretary of W ar. 
By like action 
only can he law fully disjiossess himself of 
them. 


It is possible that in the far future 
generations to be born will be told that 
once upon a time there were stars and 
bars, and colors borne in the fore front of 
rebellion against the grandest republic of 
history, and that valiant men who hared 
their breasts to the wild fury of war’s awful 
storm to save the noble heritage of free 
men from sack and pillage hv rebels; that 
these heroes did seize upon the flaunted 
emblems of rebellion and wrench thorn 
from the hands that bore them against the 
Union, but that the trophies of such hero­ 
ism have been torn from the national halls, 
and returned to the men from whom the 
nation’s heroes wrested them, and that this 
was done to blot out, as for as passible, all 
testimony of the bloody days when the 
homes of the Union placed the first-bom 
upon the altars of the nation, as an offering 
to the genius of American independence 
and the indissoluble union of sovereign 
States. 


If this is to he the future of history ; if 
the children yet unborn are not to gaze 
upon the evidence- of the valor of their 
progenitors; if they are to know of the 
peril from which heroism snatched the 
nation from rebellion only by dim tradi­ 
tion-; the Democratic Administration of 
Mr. President Cleveland will have such 
honor as attaches to the humiliation. 
No loyal man desires to keep alive the 
memories of the war to provoke and pain 
our brethren of the South; but no loval 
man desires the war to be so far forgotten 
that after ages shall dispute the patriotism 
that rescued the nation from the direst 
peril that ever threatened its integrity. 
We may forgive; the nation has forgiven; 
tl), 
boys in blue 
have opened their 


hearts and hand- to the brave men whom 
they punished. They, of all others, have 
forgiven; but it is out of all reason to ask 
them to forget and to lie forgotten. 
The nation should not forget; the mem­ 
ories of the war should not l>e buried in 
the grave of the rebellion ; the banners and 
trophies and emblems of patriotic devo­ 
tion should not be taken down that South­ 
ern sensibility may be untouched. 
W hat sentiment did the battle flags in 
the National Capital offend? W ho could 
say that they typified hatred, revenge or 
uncharitableness? W hat right had any 
man North or South to say they shamed 
citizens of the 
Republic ? 
The gal­ 
lant men of the South who threw down 
the gage of battle are, we apprehend, will­ 
ing to accord the honors of the result to 
their heroic opponents. 
If they are the 
chivalrous men claimed for them, they 
do 
not 
blush 
that 
their 
tattered 
flags, 
torn 
by 
the 
storm 
of 
battle, are stored in the Capitol of the 
nation to which they have sworn new 
allegiance. 
If there are any sensitive 
natures offended by these emblems remain­ 
ing in national halls, they are probably 
the stay-at-home, unforgiving, relentless 
and unreconstructed rebels who handled 
neither gun nor lance, nor ever smelled 
the smoke of war. These, or the despic­ 
able copperheads, whose precious souls are 
harrowed by recollection of the days when 
the Union was imperilled as much by their 
treachery as by the arms of the men of 
gray. Such Mr. Cleveland would concili­ 
ate ; the soldiers of the South have not, 
let us hope, asked it of him. 
He will reap 
his reward, hut it will not lie gathered 
from the hearts of the veteran soldiers of 
the Union. 


Th e belief obtains that the affliction of 
the Crown Prince of Germany will prove 
fatal. 
His physicians’ recent statement of 
histh io at trouble has not been received by 
the medical world as reassuring. 
Despite 
the report of the medical attendant the 
public of Europe is satisfied that the 
Prince is afflicted with cancerous growth 
in the throat, and that his days are nearly 
numbered. 
A dispatch of the 14th con­ 
veys the information that Bismarck be­ 
lieves the Prince to be near his end. 
Em­ 
peror Wi lliani has not long to live, and it 
is therefore probable that l>efore very many 
months, possibly only weeks, the son of 
“ Our F ritz ” will become the second Em­ 
peror of modern Germany. 
He is impetu­ 
ous, independent, in the full glow of young 
manhood, and by no means kindly disposed 
to the peace policy of Premier Bismarck. 
He represents the war sentiment in Ger­ 
many, and is lielieved to be ready, should 
[tower be given him, to seize upon the 
slightest cause to precipitate a conflict 
with France. This ltelief creates much 
unrest in Europe. Should the crown come 
to the young man, therefore, and the 
weight of authority and responsibility not 
make hint conservative, Europe may Ite­ 
róme involved in war within a twelve­ 
month. 
Such an event cannot be looked 
forward to with satisfaction by any. 
So 
little would it benefit America by an in­ 
creased demand for breadstuff.-, that the 
selfish consideration would not greatly 
affect our sentiments in the case. No war 
in Europe now can prove otherwise than 
deplorable for the people. 
They are hard 
pressed enough without the additional bur­ 
dens a war would place upon them . The 
patriotic spirit would give it a temporary 
glow of enthusiasm, hut this would lie fol­ 
lowed by depression and suffering which 
years of [>eace could not wholly remove. 


It i- telegraphed that Mr. Cleveland’s 
exceeding regard for rebel blushes is to 
move him to is-uc an order that the battle 
flags won in fair contest from rebel hosts, 
and now in the possession of the several 
Slates, 
must 
lie 
surrendered. 
The 
order will 
lie issued; we doubt if it 
will be executed, 
if the States are to take 
down these honorable testimonies to the 
heroism of their sons, stained by their 
patriotic blood, and borne by them from 
the smoke of battle hack to their capitals, 
it had as well be written for the future 
that when rebellion raises its head the 
sons of freedom need not do valorous deeds 
in the field, for nations will neither pre­ 
serve nor retain the honorably-won evi­ 
dences of their devotion to their Govern­ 
ment. h i- true that State troops were mus­ 
tered into the service of the United States, 
and therefore such captures as they made 
tam e under the jurisdiction of Federal au­ 
thority ; but the trophies in possession of 
the States came to them legitimately, and 
the Government has never laid claim to 
them. In most eases they were transferred 
at once by the regiments to the capitals of 
theStates, and often individual soldiers pre­ 
sented flags they had taken, to their States- 
That the Federal Government will with­ 
out opposition recall these banners for the 
purpose of turning them over to the losers 
is altogether unthinkable. 
If it is at­ 
tempted we may expect such a protest as 
will make the ears of the Democratic Ad­ 
ministration tingle for life, aud such re- 
-istance as will do more to revive the ani­ 
mosities and bitterness of the war than tlie 
possession of myriads of captured flags 
and 
battered 
arms. 
We 
doubt 
the 
authority 
of 
the 
W ar 
Department 
to 
make 
its 
order 
upon 
the 
States. 
W e question the right of the 
l ’resident to issue it, and liclieve he has 
not the ]>ower to enforce it lawfully. 
Ili.* 
ambition to solidify the South, let him un­ 
derstand, has done more to revive bitter­ 
ness believed to have been dead, than anv 
act which his ingenuity could have de­ 
vised. 


F ra n c e is not satisfied with the treatv 
between England and Turkey permitting 
England to restore her garrisons in Egypt 
at pleasure. 
The republic has given 
notice th at it will recognize the conven­ 
tion only as a basis for future negotiation. 
T hat is to say, France does not propose to 
yield the rather vague claim to the right ‘ 
to occupy upper Egypt. 
To remain silen t)

clusive concession by Turkey in favor of 
English occupation of Egypt.

The Committee on Parade reported pro­ 
gress. as did also the Committee on Trade 
Display. 
The Committee on Literary Exercises re­ 
ported that it had secured Miss Annie C. 
W eeks as Poet, and Rev. A. C. Herrick as 
Chaplain. 
The Committee on Fire-works reported 
having closed a contract. 
The Committee on Afternoon Amuse­ 
ments reported that it had been allowed $50 
for a regatta, which sum the committee 
thought too small. They wanted at least 
$250 to make a creditable affair. 
On mo­ 
tion of Mr. Hubbard, a committee of five, 
consisting of Messrs. Thiel, McDowell, 
Denny, Churchill and Captain Dwyer, was 
appointed to assist the Regatta Committee 
in their labors. 
The Committee on Music reported that 
arrangements had been made whereby it 
is thought that the First Artillery Band 
and also the Hnssar Band could be engaged 
for $216 each.

Rights of Children. 


(Approved 
March 28, 1874; Statutes 1873-4, 
page 7517. J 
OECTION 1.—EVERY PARENT, GUARDIAN 
)0 or other peiRon in the State of California 
having control and charge of any child or 
children between the ages of eight aud fourteen 
years, ahall be required to send any such child 
or children to a public school for a period of at 
least two-thirds of the tim e during which a 
public school shall be taught in each city, or 
city and county, or school district in each school 
year, com raen'Ing on the first day of July, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hun­ 
dred and seventy-four, at least twelve weeks of 
which shall be consecutive, unless such child 
or children are excused trom sucli attendance 
by the Board of Education of the city, or city 
and county, or of the Trustees oí the school 
district in w nichsuch parents, or guardians, or 
other persons reside, upon its being fhown to 
their satisfaction that his or her bodily m ental 
Condition has been such as to preven: attend­ 
ance at school or application to study for the 
period required, or that the parents or gun: diacs 
are extrem ely poor, or sick, or th at such child 
or children are taught in a piivate school, or at 
home, in such branches as are usually taught in 
the prim ary schools in this State, or have al- 
reaoy acquired a good knowledge of such 
branches: provided, in case a public school shall 
not be taught for three m onths during the year 
w ithin one mile of the nearest traveled road, of 
the residence of any person w ithin the school 
district, he shall not be liable w ithin the pro­ 
vision? of this Act.

The committee recommended that the city 
be districted into four sections, and a can­ 
vassing committee of three be appointed 
for each to secure the acceptance of those 
selected. 
A. S. Hopkins thought theSoliciting Com­ 
mittee should not be restricted to the list 
made, but to take all who would become 
members and co-operate. 
Colonel Hamilton replied that it was not 
the purpose to exclude any, but that the 
names were selected as those whom it was 
believed would accept. 
Canvassing committees were elected as 
follows : 
First W ard—Dr. F. F. Tebbets, G. W. 
Cbesley and A. S. Hopkins. 
Second W ard—John McNeill, V. S. .Me- 
Clatchy and Eugene Crouch. 
Third Ward—Add C. Hinkson, D. Liud- 
ley and A. Leonard. 
Fourth Ward—C. II. Cummings, E. K. 
Alsip and Sparrow Smith. 
A written proposition to improve and 
beautify M street, under the declaration of 
intention to improve, as announced by the 
City Trustees, was submitted by J. O. Cole­ 
man, and became the subject of a lengthy 
and enthusiastic debate. It proposed that 
a park fifteen feet wide he left or constructed 
in the center of M street, from Second to 
the Capitol, except at the street crossings, 
and that this be kept in grass, and a row 
of palm trees sat out and maintained the 
entire length. Also, that the City Im ­ 
provement Association bind itself'to see 
that the park, in connection with the city’s 
improvement of the street, he set out and 
completed as proposed. The roadway on 
each side of the parked center would be 
neatiy graded and graveled. 
Judge Beatty thought it might be ques­ 
tionable as to the legality of the Trustees 
making such an improvement under the 
street law, but this could be ascertained by 
an examination of the subject. 
The question of providing an effective 
committee to secure approval of improve­ 
ments to M street from the property-bold- 
ers along its borders was discussed fully, 
and finally upon motion of Senator Booth 
it was ordered the committee provided for 
by the rules of the Executive Committee, 
upon improvement of streets, he composed 
of seven members, and have charge of ex­ 
amining the law and aiding to secure the 
improvement in such form as shall be 
finally approved by the Trustees. Follow­ 
ing were elected as' the committee :

Hamilton, Judge W . H. Beatty, Chris­ 
topher Green, J. W. Wilson, W. F. Knox, 
Add. C. Hinkson and T. M. Lindley. 
The Secretary was empowered to procure 
blank receipt books for use in receiving 
membership fees.

thus secured enough front footage in favor 
of the improvement, to secure it. Nothing 
of this kind can be expected for Capitol 
avenue, however, and unless public spirit 
prevails ov%r narrow views the street can­ 
not be reclaimed from its present dilapida­ 
tion. In this connection it is to be noted 
that the first lot of good sidewalk on the 
street, with perhaps two exceptions, is now 
being laid by Judge W. H. Beatty in front 
of his residence, Seventh and M streets—a 
walk of the best order. 
Great confidence 
is now felt that the full-length improve­ 
ment of M street will succeed, and that the 
improvement which did so much to en­ 
hance values, comfort and health on I, street, 
I street and N street will be repeated upon 
Capitol avenue. The sentiment in favor of 
it is now very strong, and many old-time 
protestants say they will sign no' more pro­ 
tests.

The 
street was to be well kept and maintained 
as an alameda, a great driving avenue, a 
boulevard, which would, in our delightful 
evenings, he thronged with equipag s. The 
idea of the lady was that the improvement 
would not be very expensive, if each 
property owner would plant trees and 
agree to uniformity as to distances and the 
interspersion of varieties. 
The public- 
spirited 
woman 
foresaw 
that 
such 
improvement would 
enhance property 
values, and result in making M street an 
avenue of great beauty, adorned with hand­ 
some, 
if not costly structures. 
But 
though she industriously “ worked” the 
idea it did not " take," and after a year or 
so of endeavor she gave up the task. Since 
then notice ba- been given to improve M 
street repeatedly, year after year, always 
with the result of defeat by protests of 
property-owners. About the time the State 
Capitol was erected, to the front of which 
M street leads, the name of the street was 
amended so as to make it known as “ Capi­ 
tol avenue,” a most appropriate cognomen, 
hut in official notices it is also designated 
M street. It is the only 100-foot street in 
the city, and is properly an avenue. Of all 
other streets it should be graded and 
graveled, as it is the main approach to the 
Capitol building, and upon which that 
splendid structure faces—from Tenth street 
westward. 
Second, Third, Seventh, Ninth and Tenth 
streets, 
crossing the avenue at right- 
angles, are 
all 
up 
to 
the 
official 
grade. 
As 
a 
result, 
M 
street 
between these cross streets constitutes a 
series of basins, and its winter condition is 
easy to be fancied when it is stated that 
not a toot of it is graded, guttered or grav­ 
eled. The avenue thus becomes a flat, 
uninteresting bit of roadway, full ot ruts 
and gullies, over which vehicles bound and 
jum p most uncomfortably. 
Along this 
avenue, which can easily be made one of 
the chief attractions of the city, are many 
shabby, tumble-down rookeries that are an 
eyesore to the people and a disgrace to the 
city. 
For instance, at the corner of Eighth 
and M, Fifth and M, and between Fourth 
and Fifth on M, there are structures that 
would shante a mountain camp Chinese 
quarter. There are stretches of vacancy 
also, owned by rich people, that are unim ­ 
proved, and which for years have been 
suffered 
to 
remain in 
a 
deplorable 
and unremnnerative condition. The only 
wonder is that tanvards, smoke-houses, 
acid factories and slaughter-houses have 
not fastened upon the street to add to its 
beauty. It is very true that some poor 
people own M-stree't property, to whom a 
street improvement would be a present 
burden ; but it would so appreciate their 
property values as to enable them to re­ 
alize at a fine advance, and procure prop­ 
erty on 3 street less broad if they desired, 
or to hold for farther rise, which must 
come with the development of the avenue. 
In any light they would benefit equally 
with all others. Wtren Third street was 
graded and graveled, there were so many 
proUstants that the work which has made 
that street one 
of the heat surfaced 
in the State, was brought to its present fine 
condition only by the public spirit of Sac­ 
ramento's lady bountiful. Mrs. Margaret 
E. Crocker, who came forward and paid the 
i assessments of some of the protestants and

A young man who was driving a fine 
double team in the vicinity of Fourth and 
N streets yesterday morning, was observed 
to suddenly drop the lines and sink hack 
as though about to fall from the buggy.

THE PUBLIC SQUARES. 


T he City still P ossesses T hem , an R eceived 
from Jo h n A . S ofter, Jr. 
Recently a well-known legal gentiemaa 
was in the City Assessor's office, and hap­ 
pened to notice that on an old map of that 
official the block between P and Q, Twen­ 
ty-first and Twenty-second streets, was 
designated as a public square, while two 
years later it was marked as assessed to T. 
J. Clunie. The fact was mentioned to City 
Trustees Jones and Ryan, who happened 
to be in the Auditor’s office, and it was dis­ 
cussed at the meeting of the Trustees last 
Monday morning, the impression being 
that through neglect of city officials at 
some time Clunie, by tax title or other­ 
wise, had taken the city’s property from 
her. An investigation of the matter proves 
this to be an error. The block in question 
is not one of the public squares deeded to 
the city by John A. Sutter, Jr., ar.d 
the city never had 
any title to it. 
In 
the 
earlier 
days 
there 
was 
a 
large quantity of land in the eastern and 
southeastern portions of the city that no 
one seemed to claim, and when assessed to 
unknown owners no one cared to buy in 
for the taxes. 
It is probable that for years 
the block in question was not assessed at 
all, and was designated on the Assessor’s 
map as city property until some one laid 
claim to it. At the present time it is found, 
in looking up title to some of the outlying 
blocks, that a tax title is the best that can 
be produced. The block between P and Q, 
Twenty-first and Twenty-second streets, or 
rather a portion of it, is now assessed to 
Mrs. Florence Clunie—who, those posted 
in real estate matters say, has a good title 
to the lots forming the south half—while 
the north half is assessed to Richard 
O’Neil. Sutter’s deed to the city, dated 
January 2, 
1849, acknowledged" before 
Frank Bates, first Alcalde, was for the fol­ 
lowing blocks : 
“ Between Twenty-seventh and Twenty- 
eighth. I and J streets; Twenty-seveDth 
and Twenty-eighth, P and 
(j 
streets; 
Twenty seventh and Twenty-eighth, B and 
C streets, and between G and F streets; 
Twenty-first and Twenty-second, B and C 
streets; Fifteenth and Sixteenth, P and Q 
streets; Fifteenth and Sixteenth, I and J 
streets; between Fifteenth and Sixteenth, 
B and C streets; between Ninth and Tenth. 
P and Q streets; between Ninth and Tenth, 
I and J streets; between Ninth and Tenth, 
B and C streets. The said public squares 
are hereby conveyed unto the present and 
future proprietors of town property in said 
city tor the public use of the inhabitants 
of said city, to be applied to such public 
purposes as the future incorporate au­ 
thorities of said city from time to time 
declare and determine." 
These blocks, so given, are still the prop­ 
erty ot the citv, and on the Assessor’s maps 
no one else is credited with any interest 
therein, excepting that between F and G, 
Twenty-seventh and Twenty-eighth streets, 
which is claimed by the Hopping estate. It 
will be noticed that in the deed it is spoken 
of as “ between F and G streets," no other 
boundaries being mentioned. From the 
context it would be presumed to be between 
F and G, Twenty-seventh and Twenty- 
eighth streets. W hether M r. Hopping held 
it because of this flaw, and no one disput­ 
ing his ownership, or through other title, 
we have been unable to ascertain.

D r. Obed H arvey proposes to S tart th e 
Good Worlc a t G alt. 
Ur. Obed Harvey, in a letter to the Gait 
Gazette concerning the onward movement 
for increase of settlement upon our lands 
and aiding the tide of prosperity, says; 
The commendable and zealous movement 
of the Sacramento people comes timely and 
in good grace. Sacramento city is the geo­ 
graphical and commercial center of a vast 
region of fertile country, tributary to this 
central point or market, commanding the 
double advantage of the trade across the 
mountains, the East and the vast Western 
Territories, and that of San Francisco, the 
outlet to all parts of the world for the 
varied products of our soil and industries. 
The question of subdivision of land to 
meet present requirements and the de­ 
mands of incoming immigration is now 
being wrestled with. 
To me there is but 
one argument. To illustrate: Suppose five 
or ten men owned all the land in Califor­ 
nia and there were no people to live on it. 
Is not the argument ended and the case 
closed ? 
“ But,” savs one, “ you will not 
sell your land.” A few m onths since I 
made the offer to sell in the immediate 
vicinity of Galt, provided the owner of ad­ 
jacent land would join me with a similar 
tract—the same to be divideo and sold in 
small tracts to the actual settler and tiller 
of the soil. The owner of this land enter- 
ained the proposition for a time, but de­ 
clines to take action at present. Although 
my available land is much smaller com­ 
paratively than some of my neighbors, yet 
1 renew my offer to sell in small tracts in­ 
dependent of anyone, and it in the interest 
of locating a colony of thrifty, industrious 
people, who mean the development of the 
soil, count me in and my land at a most 
reasonable figure; but if to locate some 
thriftless person upon some choice selec­ 
tion of land, whose main object is to make 
it a headquarters to raid and appropriate 
all that surrounds him, and not cultivate 
one foot of the soil, then I have no land for 
sale. 
The question of irrigation, which would 
seem entirely practicable by the diversion 
of our ample water courses, comes in for a 
share of discussion. W hile our portion of 
the State is especially favored, and all our 
grain products mature and nearly all of the 
fruits and grape productions do well with­ 
out it, yet a system of irrigation would add 
vastly to the production of the grasses, 
perennial growths and other crops, by du­ 
plicating the same, and upon much of our 
r.ow unproductive land. Irrigation is the 
only quickening power that has produced 
one ol the most marvelous aud continuous 
booms known in the history of our times 
in the southern portion of this State, and 
that, too, upon an unproductive and sterile 
soil compared with our own. 
Now, one word regarding our own local­ 
ity, for we must expect to catch the ripple 
of the great wave that is inevitably com­ 
ing. Galt has never been wrought upon 
by any over excitement, and consequent 
relapse. Situated as it is in the fertile val­ 
ley of the Sacramento, on the line of the 
Western I’acific Railroad, at the junction 
of the railroad running east to lone City, 
aud midway between the cities of Sacra­ 
mento and Stockton, commands unusual 
advantages of communication to all parts 
of the State; offers facilities and advantages 
for cheap and desirable homes, both m 
small aiul large tracts, in a healthy local­ 
ity scarcely excelled by any portion of the 
State. Town sites for improvements, for 
all kinds of trade and mechanical indus­ 
tries, can be had unprecedented!}- low.
